WaPo’s Peter Jamison and Peter Hermann: “Russell Rowe, a Ward 3 liaison 
in the mayor’s Office of Community Relations, was ‘immediately placed on 
administrative leave’ after the July 20 incident and has since then ‘received a 
notice of termination,’ mayoral spokeswoman LaToya Foster said.

“After her supervisor asked Rowe whether he worked in the building, Rowe 
cursed and ’balled his fist up and took a swing' at the man, although he failed to 
land his punch, according to the report.” 

“Rowe agreed to leave the building but once outside got into 
a tussle with another man, and both fell to the ground, the report said. Then 
Rowe punched the rear window of a car, prompting officers to handcuff Rowe

A group of homeless people — with the help of a high-powered team of attorneys — has filed a class- 
action lawsuit against the D.C. government, alleging that city workers are improperly throwing out their 
belongings during sweeps of street encampments. 
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The lawsuit, filed Wednesday in U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia, asserts that the city 
government and Mayor Muriel E. Bowser (D) are violating the 4th Amendment's protections against 
unreasonable searches and seizures. 

It comes as the nation's capital is struggling with one of the highest rates of homelessness of any U.S. 
city, and draws attention to the most visible facet of that problem: the plight of men and women who 
live on the street. 

The named plaintiffs are Shanel Proctor and Charlaine Braxton, who say they sleep in tents near Union 
Station. They are being represented by attorneys from Covington & Burling, one of Washington's most 
prestigious law firms, and are requesting that their case be certified as a class-action suit on behalf of 
D.C.'s homeless. 

The lawsuit alleges that District government workers have ignored a city protocol requiring that 
possessions confiscated during the clearing of homeless encampments be stored for up to 60 days so 
the items can be retrieved by their owners. 

Instead, the suit asserts, the city "has followed a consistent practice of destroying unattended 
belongings whenever the owner is absent for some or all of a clearing," including "tents and other 
shelters, bicycles, blankets, clothing, identification documents, medications. Social Security cards, 
medical and court records, family photographs, letters, and other personal belongings." 

Such actions put the homeless "in grave danger of suffering irreparable harm through loss of personal 
property that is necessary for survival or that cannot be replaced," the suit states. Proctor and Braxton 
are seeking an injunction against the District to prevent further destruction of homeless people's 
belongings. 

Sean Barry, communications director for HyeSook Chung, the city's deputy mayor for health and human 
services, declined to comment on the lawsuit but said in a written statement that the city cleared 
encampments "in a manner which is respectful of individuals experiencing homelessness and those 
individuals' personal property" and that encampments are cleared because of "real security, public 
health and safety concerns." 

Attached as exhibits to the lawsuit are reports from the D.C. Department of Human Services that appear 
to acknowledge that items cleared from encampments were destroyed. Also attached is a photograph of 
a cardboard sign, hung on a makeshift shelter at K and 26th Streets NW and apparently directed to city 
cleaning crews: "I have very little, as is. Please try to restrain from taking any more." 

Other cities and counties — especially in Western states where outdoor encampments tend to be larger 
and more widespread — have found themselves mired in litigation over their efforts to sweep the 
homeless from the streets. 

Families, who don't typically sleep outside, make up the bulk of Washington's homeless. But hundreds 
of others, most of them single adults, still live on the street, especially during warmer months. Shelters 
and short-term housing exist for such people, but they can be hard to access and are considered 
outdated in the services they provide. 

The city's annual homeless count in January 2017 found an estimated 897 people on the street. City 
officials and homeless advocates say that figure may have been unreliably high because of unseasonably 
warm weather that discouraged people from seeking shelter. In 2016, the estimate was 318, and the 
year before that, 544. 

WAMU - D.C. Police Are Not Properly Collecting Data On Stop-And- 
Frisks, Groups Say

Three civil liberties and police reform groups are accusing D.C.'s Metropolitan Police Department of not 
collecting data on stop-and-frisks as required by a law passed by the D.C. Council two years ago. The 
groups say that makes it harder to assess how police are interacting with residents in different parts of 
the city. 

In a letter to Mayor Muriel Bowser this week, the ACLU of D.C., Black Lives Matters D.C. and the Stop 
Police Terror Project said that the department's failure to gather the data violates a provision of the 
NEAR Act — a bill passed in 2016 to address crime, violence and policing — that requires officers to 
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collect a variety of information whenever they stop and frisk someone, including the person's gender 
and race, the reason for the search, whether the search was consensual, and whether an arrest resulted. 
"This is one of the opportunities for transparency and accountability to see how communities are being 
policed in the District, and it seems as though MPD doesn't have any interest in following the law and 
collecting that data," said Monica Hopkins, the director of the ACLU of D.C. 

The data-collection provision was included in the NEAR Act as attention nationwide shifted to better 
understanding any disparities in how police interact with different racial groups, especially when police 
officers stop and frisk someone they suspect of carrying a weapon or having been involved in a crime. 
Stop-and-frisks — more formally known as Terry stops, after a 1968 Supreme Court case — are legal, 
and police officials have defended them as an important tool in law enforcement. But civil liberties and 
police reform groups say they have been historically used to target minority communities. 

"In order to really establish that this was a systemic, department-wide problem, we needed more than 
the individual stories, we needed the data to show that what was happening to our clients was part of a 
larger pattern," said Darius Charney, an attorney with the New York-base Center for Constitutional 
Rights, which sued the NYPD over two decades ago to gain access to stop-and-frisk data. 

The data is made public by police departments in Philadelphia and Chicago. 

"We're asking for that data, and if they don't have that data, we're also asking for any plans that they 
have put into place to make sure they comply with the law," said Hopkins. 

MPD did not respond to a request for comment, but last month Kevin Donahue, D.C.'s Deputy Mayor for 
Public Safety and Justice, told the D.C. Council that the police department faces technical and procedural 
challenges in complying with the stop-and-frisk data-collection requirements in the NEAR Act. 

"Some data we collect exactly as listed, some data we collect but not consistently or have to clean, or 
sometimes we don't collect the data at all and so that would involve a fundamental change to an IT 
system or a police protocol in order to get it," he said. "There is a gap between what we currently collect 
and every item that's in the NEAR Act." 

But late last month MPD did release partial data on stop and frisks from 2010 to 2016. Donahue said the 
data — which showed over 22,000 stop-and-frisks, over 80 percent involving African Americans — was 
released to show the city is willing to be transparent. 

"This is data that has never been out before. While there are still gaps relative to the letter of the law, 
we're putting information out that has never been put out. I said, 'Let's put this out to start a 
conversation,'" he said. 

But Hopkins and some Council members say that data isn't enough, since it doesn't include all the 
information required under the NEAR Act, and it doesn't show that MPD is truly making the changes 
necessary to collect the information consistently. 

"Frankly, it should not take community pressure, an investigative report, or a lawsuit to get MPD to do 
what is intended by the data collection provisions of the [NEAR Act] to enhance transparency and help 
foster better police/community relations. Baffling!" tweeted Council member Kenyan McDuffie (D-Ward 
5), who authored the NEAR Act. 

And it's not just on stop-and-frisk that MPD is falling short on data collection. According to a report 
published last year by the D.C. Office of Police Complaints, the department is also not properly 
documenting consent searches, when an officer searches an individual or home with just a person's 
consent. 

"If we were to file an [open-records] request with MPD or ask them informally how many people did 
MPD stop last year and search, and out of those people what were their racial demographics, that's all 
very basic information for many large urban police departments to tell us. If we ask MPD any of those 
questions, they will be unable to answer them because that data is not kept," said Michael Tobin, the 
OPC's director. 

"That makes it impossible for MPD and the community to identify any problem officers, identify any 
issues with how MPD is conducting the stops, identify any problem units or districts where stops are 
being conducted inappropriately," he added. 

But Donahue tried to reassure legislators that MPD is working to improve its data collection efforts. 
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"We're going to start with what we're collecting, we're going to be transparent where there are gaps, 
and we're going to be transparent where there are very difficult lifts, what they would entail, and if 
there are other ways we can collect it," he said.

Brotherly love turned Mike Shirazi into a grocer. 

Shirazi, 72, had been trained as an engineer, but when his brother Jacob, ailing from back surgery, 
needed help running the small D.C. store the family had recently purchased, he took a three-month 
leave of absence. Then a six-month one. 

Thirty years later, Shirazi is still a grocer — until Friday, when the family will close the doors to the 
Brookville Super Market for the last time. 

Customers of the Cleveland Park market have come to think of it as more than just a store. 

"In some ways, Brookville has been the anchor for that strip," said Mark Rosenman, a Cleveland Park 
resident since 1998 who shopped at the market at least once a week. He recalled fumbling for his wallet 
— forgotten at home — at the cash register several years ago, only to see the store manager reach into 
his own pocket and pay for the groceries, saying simply, "bring it in when you get a chance." 

Rosenman said he brought in the money the next day. "Certainly, it made me a loyal customer," he said. 
Last week, the store's shelves were starting to look empty — but most were still laden with frozen beef 
kreplach, rows of cereal and oatmeal and neatly arranged vegetables under bright white fluorescent 
lights 

Mike Shirazi, soft-spoken at 72, emerged from the partitioned corner that served as the store's office 
last week. He said the decision to close was a difficult one, but he and Jacob knew they were ready. Five 
years ago, another brother — Yash — retired. Then Jacob decided he wanted to be closer to his sons in 
California. That left Mike, who realized it was time for him to go, too. He plans on traveling to Europe 
and catching up on reading after the store closes. 

"Between the two of us, we decided it's time to hang up," he said. "Being over 70 years old, then you 
would feel tired, and you would know it is time to stop and smell the roses." 

The brothers came to the neighborhood in November 1987, after Cleveland Park neighbors organized to 
replace a Safeway that was closing down. 

Judy Hubbard, who moved to Cleveland Park in 1973, said the Safeway had served as a "community 
headquarters," and the neighbors had gone to the Shirazi family, who owned a supermarket on 
Brookville Road in Chevy Chase, Md., to see whether they would take its place. 

Ten days after the Safeway closed, the Brookville Super Market opened — and, Mike Shirazi said, it's 
been open every day since then. Even during blizzards. Shirazi said a few of them would spend the night 
at the market, sleeping in their overcoats on top of the cashier stands, just to make sure the store could 
open in the morning. 

"You knew in a major snowstorm that Brookville would be open," Hubbard said. "You knew you could 
get down there, and they would be open for us." 

Shirazi said his family searched for another market to replace Brookville, and the local Streets Market 
chain will lease the roughly 7,000-square-foot space from them. 

"We needed to have someone who would take care of the community," he said. "We see they are sort 
of upscale and nice and would match the people of Cleveland Park." 

Campbell Burns, Streets' vice president of business development, promised to continue what Brookville 
started — down to keeping much of the same staff in place, some of whom have worked for the Shirazis 
for decades. 

"We just want to carry on their legacy," said Burns, who added that the new Streets Market store will 
open in about two months, after a renovation. 

Brookville's longtime manager Lee Harvey — "Mr. Lee" to everyone, including Shirazi — said he's fielded 
three to four phone calls a day recently from customers who burst into tears when they heard Brookville 
is closing. 
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"Everybody's worried," said Elizabeth Ferenczi, who walked to Brookville on Friday for a half-pound of 
sliced ham. She said her 90-year-old mother depends on the grocery store's deliveries. "We've been 
terrified of this for a long time." 

"It's gonna be okay," Flarvey reassured her, before slicing the ham. 

"If you think it's gonna be okay, then I'll believe it, too," Ferenczi replied.

It's time to phase out all single-use plastic

Faced with an unholy tonnage of chip bags, soda bottles, takeout containers and other disposable plastic 
items flowing into our landfills and our waters, winding up in wildlife, drinking water and food, 
policymakers in California have tried reining in plastic waste bit by bit. For example, more than 100 cities 
have adopted restrictions on polystyrene takeout containers, and the state has banned single-use plastic 
grocery bags. 

Considering the magnitude of the problem, however, this item-by-item, city-by-city approach isn't going 
to cut it. 

The state and local rules certainly have raised public awareness about the problem. Denying free plastic 
bags at checkout or providing plastic straws only on request sends consumers an important message 
that there's a bigger cost to these everyday items than they may have considered. But the actual flow of 
trash has been disrupted only modestly. 

It's going to take more than a smattering of bans on single items to cure society of its disposable-plastic 
habit. The sheer volume of plastic trash now littering Earth has become impossible to ignore. It's time 
for environmentalists, policymakers and elected officials to start planning a broader response: phasing 
out all single-use plastic, not just the most pernicious. 

That's right, all of it. If that sounds like a pipe dream, consider what's happening across the pond. Last 
month, British Prime Minister Theresa May outlined a plan to eliminate plastic waste by 2042. Queen 
Elizabeth II kicked it off this month by banning plastic straws and bottles from royal estates, and the 
Church of England supported a nascent social media campaign, #plasticlesslent, to encourage its flock to 
give up plastic for Lent this year. Simultaneously, the European Union announced its own plan to 
significantly reduce plastic waste, including adopting a possible plastic tax, in a direct response to the 
news that China, the largest importer of plastic recyclable material, was no longer accepting "foreign 
garbage." 

We don't expect President Trump or Congress to follow suit, even though it's impossible to pretend that 
the trash filling up in the ocean is naturally occurring. That leaves it to states like California to step in. 
One strategy is for lawmakers to adopt a reduction goal, as they did for greenhouse gas emissions and 
energy derived from fossil fuels, and then to adopt specific programs to meet that goal. It's a simple but 
effective approach to tackling such a formidable environmental threat. Also, it puts makers of disposable 
plastic on notice, so they can't complain they didn't have time to adapt or move into other, less harmful 
product lines. 

But even forewarned, the plastic industry isn't likely to take an assault on its bottom line well. Plastic 
makers spent millions of dollars trying to stop the state from banning single-use plastic bags. Imagine 
what they might unleash if all their disposable plastic products were threatened. As part of that, they 
will no doubt argue, as they did in the plastic bag fight, that the efforts to clean up plastic waste would 
mean lost jobs. 

But it's not a zero-sum game. Cutting jobs on a disposable plastic product line doesn't automatically 
translate into fewer people employed. If the door closes on polystyrene takeout containers, for 
example, it will open for cardboard and other biodegradable alternatives. 

No one expects consumers to give up convenience completely. In fact, the market for bio-plastic 
alternatives, which are made from corn starch and other biodegradable sources, is already growing 
thanks to public awareness and the sporadic efforts to curb plastic waste. 
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Opponents will insist that the answer is just to encourage more recycling. Not only is recycling not the 
answer (see China's diminished appetite for imported plastic trash), it has only enabled our addiction to 
convenient, disposable plastic packaging to deepen for some 60 years. 

Yes, it's scary to think about a world where one has to carry around a reusable bag or worry about a 
paper drinking straw falling apart mid.... Oh, wait. No, it's not. Knowing that every piece of plastic 
manufactured on Earth is still with us and that if we don't cut back now, there will eventually be more 
plastic than fish in the ocean — that's the truly frightening thought. 

The Washington Post - Metro pulls 10 percent of its bus fleet from

Metro has pulled 164 buses — 10 percent of its fleet — from service for emergency inspections after 
two recent incidents in which the engines cut off suddenly while the buses were moving. 

According to a statement the agency issued Wednesday night, two drivers in the past week have 
reported that their bus engines cut off suddenly. In both instances, Metro said, the bus was traveling at 
less than 10 miles per hour. 

The malfunctions resulted in two minor injuries, after the bus's brakes suddenly engaged and the bus 
jerked to a stop, the agency said. 

One incident occurred on March 22 and the other Wednesday. Both buses were part of a fleet 
manufactured by the New Flyer company in 2015 and 2016. The buses are all 40-foot compressed 
natural gas models, the agency said. 

The buses will remain out of service until Metro and the manufacture figure out what happened. 

"We are taking this action, putting safety first, until we fully understand what caused these engines to 
cut off unexpectedly," Chief Safety Officer Pat Lavin said in the statement. "While we understand there 
may be some customer inconvenience as a result of this action, safety must trump service." 

Similar problems were reported last year, when 105 hybrid buses manufactured by NABI were pulled 
from service due to mysterious mid-motion engine shut-offs. 

In November, those buses were deemed safe, and were returned to service. 

Metro said the buses remain under warranty. 

"New Flyer is sending a team of experts to participate in the investigation," Metro said. "The buses will 
remain out of service until the cause of the engine problem is determined." 

Metro officials said they will be able to limit the impact of the reduced fleet in the short-term by using 
80 older-model "reserve" buses that are kept in circulation to help fill gaps when newer buses need 
repairs. 

Still, Metro said, the reserve vehicles won't be able to completely make up for the loss. 

"Bus customers may notice some slightly longer wait times between buses," Metro said. 

And bad news for riders affected by the delays: "Metro's Rush Fiour Promise will not apply to bus delays 
resulting from the safety checks," the agency said.

WASHINGTON — The Potomac River just got its report card, and the news is quite good. 

Ten years ago, the Potomac Conservancy rated the river's health with a "D" grade. This year, it received 
a B — the river's highest grade yet. 

"Over the last couple of decades, the trends are all moving in the right direction," said Hedrick Belin, 
president of the Potomac Conservancy, a nonprofit clean water advocacy organization. 

Top river pollutants — including nitrogen, phosphorus and sediment — are all down, and fish and 
wildlife, including American shad and bald eagles, are returning to the region's waters. 

Another noticeable difference? People are returning to the river. 
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"One of the things we found in this report is that part of the Potomac's recovery is tied to the 
community's rediscovery of the river as a place to hangout, recreate and live," Belin said. 

New waterfront developments, including District Wharf, The Yards and the expanding Alexandria 
waterfront, are luring locals and visitors to shop, dine and paddle on the river. 

Ten years ago, river activities such as paddling weren't as popular. Due to high levels of pollution, the 
surface of the water was often covered in algae, especially in the summer. 

"You also had a river that would smell a couple of decades ago," Belin added. 

Now, the focus is not only keeping the river attractive to kayakers and paddle boarders, but also making 
it a destination for fishers and swimmers. Belin said a few things need to happen before that's possible. 
"Right now, especially in and around the District, if it rains really hard, there are these pipes that 
discharge diluted sewage into the Potomac and into Rock Creek and into the Anacostia, and so you 
wouldn't want to be swimming in that," he said. 

"But the great news is, DC Water just implemented the first phase of a project that's going to eliminate 
those pipes in the Anacostia, in terms of them discharging diluted sewage." 

In fact. The Clean Rivers Project is the largest construction project in the District since Metro was built. 
The goal is to capture untreated sewage and divert it away from the rivers to the Blue Plains Advanced 
Watershed Treatment Plant. 

After 13 miles of tunnels are built in the Anacostia River, the focus will turn toward the Potomac River 
and Rock Creek. 

"And then that will eliminate a lot of the pollution that's flowing in right now," Belin added. 

Another focus for the future is minimizing polluted runoff, which Belin explained is "pollution that 
washes across streets and sidewalks in urban and suburban areas" that then gets into the river. It's 
primarily driven by sprawl and deforestation. 

"That's leading to degraded water quality, it damages fishing grounds, it exposes the public to bacteria 
and toxins, so that's really the piece that we need to tackle," he said. 

Belin credits much of the success in cleaning up the river to the federal government's efforts and 
involvement in the Chesapeake Bay Program. He said current threats to cut that funding could unravel 
the progress that's been made. 

"The trends are all moving in the right direction, but it's going to take a while to get there still," Belin 
said. 

Project implementation on the state and local levels, in addition to individual citizen support — whether 
speaking up for policies or simply recreating on the river — are also needed to achieve the goal of an A. 
Belin added, "The river is important to the community and important to the region's quality of life."

D.C. lawmaker's anti-Semitic comments

After claiming a Jewish banking dynasty controls the climate and federal government, D.C. Council 
member Trayon White Sr.'s path to atonement included a bagels-and-lox breakfast with fellow 
lawmakers and local Jewish community leaders. 

The Tuesday morning meal — catered by a kosher supermarket and served in a D.C. government 
building — turned into a chance to air grievances and begin healing after White's anti-Semitic comments 
set off an international uproar last week. 

White, a Democrat elected in 2016 to represent Southeast Washington's Ward 8, has been privately 
meeting and speaking to Jewish leaders since March 19 and is planning to visit the Holocaust Museum 
and attend a Passover Seder. 

Although some residents have called for White's resignation, lawmakers and Jewish leaders at the 
breakfast made clear they were content with his attempt to make amends. 

"Most if not all of us believe his apology was sincere — it was very well meant," said Council Chairman 
Phil Mendelson (D). "This is an opportunity for us to learn better about different aspects about bigotry, 
racism and anti-Semitism." 
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Mendelson organized the breakfast with the help of Jewish community leaders, who ordered the 
breakfast items from Moti's Market in Rockville. 

Several Jewish community leaders talked about the dangerous history of stereotypes painting Jews as 
power hungry but said White deserved a chance to redeem and educate himself. 

"Trayon made a mistake, but only fools repeat a mistake. People who are wise try to correct them," said 
Rabbi Levi Shemtov of the American Friends of Lubavitch, one of more than a dozen Jewish attendees. 
After 35 minutes of listening and periodically taking notes. White said he couldn't apologize enough 
after his comments earned him a national "butt-whooping." 

"Growing up as a young man in Ward 8, I had no idea what anti-Semitism was. Really," said White, his 
bagel and lox mostly untouched. "As a leader, I should be held accountable." 

He said he would take his education seriously to challenge anti-Semitism in his community, where many 
of his allies are standing by him. 

"I'm not just here to hope this dies down and goes away and gets out of the headlines," White said. 

His promotion of anti-Semitic conspiracy theories drew headlines all over the world — one of the 
biggest embarrassments for the D.C. Council in years. 

The controversy began when White posted a video of a brief snowfall March 16 to warn his followers 
that the "Rothschilds" — a famous European business dynasty — control the climate to profit off 
disasters. He initially stood by his comments when contacted by The Washington Post and apologized 
after a subsequent article was published and sparked outrage. 

Then, video surfaced of White previously claiming that the Rothschilds controlled the World Bank and 
federal government at a February breakfast meeting of top city officials, including Mayor Muriel E. 
Bowser (D) and fellow lawmakers. No one challenged him. 

As they gathered in the same room Tuesday, lawmakers said they didn't notice the comments then. 

"I had to look back on the video to see perhaps why I didn't react. I think in part because I just wasn't 
paying much attention, and it didn't register with me, quite frankly," said council member Kenyan R. 
McDuffie (D-Ward 5), who was sitting next to White when he stated the conspiracy theories. 

"But even after the article was published about Mr. White's Facebook comments and things like that, it 
still didn't resonate as much because I didn't have a sense of history — I didn't have a sense of the roots 
of the comments in anti-Semitism. And I really consider this as a teachable moment for me," McDuffie 
said. 

The two Jewish members on the council, Brianne K. Nadeau (D-Ward 1) and Elissa Silverman (l-At Large), 
said they were surprised more lawmakers didn't join them in promptly condemning White's remarks. 

"I felt sad that only a handful of our council colleagues made statements, either in support of the Jewish 
community or condemning the remarks," said Nadeau, who was the first to publicly criticize White. 
"Throughout history, anywhere that Jews have lived, we have been targets of anti-Semitism," she said. 
"And I don't think most people realize that we all live with this fear in the back of our minds that it will 
happen to us, in our communities, and it's really just a matter of when." 

Silverman said she believes White didn't understand the implications of his comments, but she called on 
colleagues to confront anti-Semitism more broadly in the District. In particular, she highlighted the local 
influence of Nation of Islam leader Louis Farrakhan 

"He is an anti-Semite. He hates me," Silverman said, referring to Farrakhan. "I know that he has a lot of 
followers in our community, and I think there are some things that he and the Nation of Islam do that 
are very positive, but it comes with anti-Semitism, and I just can't condone that." 

Mendelson, the council chairman, said the legislative body could take several steps, such as educating 
the legislative workforce on anti-Semitism and updating a resolution against bigotry to include "anti- 
Semitism." 

"This conversation is a beautiful beginning," said Rabbi Batya D. Glazer, who helped organize the 
breakfast on behalf of the Jewish Community Relations Council of Greater Washington. 

As the breakfast wrapped up. White stayed to chat with attendees and take their phone numbers. 

It remains unclear how White came to say that financiers could control the climate and how he became 
versed in the language of conspiracy theories lurking in corners of the Internet. 
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When The Post again asked about the source of his information after the breakfast, White repeatedly 
shouted, "No comment." 

He then walked away from a television reporter who asked him whether he still believes the weather 
can be manipulated. 

The Washington Post - As turmoil continues at Howard University, its 
president tells students: 'I am listening to you'

Howard University's president on Friday sought to assure students that he understood their concerns 
about the school, as a financial aid scandal simmered on the campus and demonstrators occupied the 
university's administration building. 

"Howard University has birthed generations of student activists and we will always continue in that 
spirit, for it is through raising the united voices of our students that Howard scholars have historically 
created a reverberating impact across the nation and the world," Howard's president, Wayne A. I. 
Frederick, said in a message posted online. "I am listening to you, and I am challenging my team to make 
the changes you are expressing a dire need to see." 

In his statement, Frederick addressed matters that stretched beyond the funding scandal, which the 
university disclosed earlier this week. He provided information about campus sexual assault and mental 
health counseling, campus police and gentrification. 

"I want you to know that I hear you, and my team and I are committed to being responsive to your 
needs," he wrote, later adding that he would like to "further increase the engagement" with a larger 
part of Howard's student body. 

The statement from Frederick came as students at the historically black university in Northwest 
Washington rallied for changes on campus. On Thursday, more than 100 students occupied the 
university's administration building, gathering for a demonstration that stretched through the night. 

On Friday morning, students sat in chairs, looking out the glass doors of the building. Signs posted on a 
door indicated that only students were allowed to enter, and people approaching the building had their 
student ID checked. 

Nine demands were handwritten onto poster board and lined the front of the building. Among other 
requests, they called for fair housing for students, an end to "unsubstantiated" tuition hikes and for the 
university to address "rape culture" on the campus. 

Overnight, members of the student group HU Resist occupied three floors of the building. Air mattresses 
were spread across the floor inside the lobby. On an upper floor, students lined the carpeted hallways, 
like an overnight study hall. Some huddled with laptops connected with power strips. Other students 
studied hand-scribbled math equations in their notebooks. 

Students buzzed around the floors like a makeshift dormitory, as outside groups provided food and 
sleeping mats, and legal observers stood by. 

The demonstration had started earlier Thursday. That afternoon, a large group of students lingered in 
the building. Backpacks lined the floor, a banner that read "Student Power" hung by elevators, and 
music played, sometimes prompting a raucous, impromptu dance party. 

Llewellyn Robinson, a Howard junior who is with HU Resist, said a list of demands was released days 
earlier, and the group planned to stay in the building until those demands were met. 

"Today, the goal was to take over and occupy the A building, to have leverage over the university," 
Robinson said. "And we're successful in doing that obviously." 

Jason Ajiake, a junior at Howard who is also with HU Resist, noted the university's history of campus 
demonstrations, and said Thursday's protest reflected an array of concerns, not just the financial aid 
scandal. 

Howard University wrote on Twitter that its campus was open and operating Friday. 

"All classes will be held as scheduled," it said in a tweet. 

Earlier in the week, officials at Howard disclosed a funding scandal that had triggered an investigation 
and led to the firing of six employees. 
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An investigation revealed that from 2007 to 2016, some employees who received tuition benefits to 
cover the cost of taking classes were also receiving university grants. That double dipping exceeded the 
actual cost of attendance, signaling that the workers appeared to be embezzling. 

Frederick has said he learned in December 2016 that financial aid money might have been 
misappropriated. An outside auditor was brought in, and Frederick said he received audit results in May 
2017. 

Six employees were later fired for "gross misconduct and neglect of duties," Frederick said. At the time, 
his statement indicated that the university would refer the issue for criminal prosecution, if appropriate. 
It remains unclear exactly how much money was involved in the matter. Floward officials have not 
revealed the total figure. 

News of the investigation and terminations came the same week that an anonymous item was posted to 
the online blogging platform Medium, which alleged an "office-wide scandal" involving the university's 
financial aid department. Later, the Medium post was no longer available online. 

The scandal and demonstrations were the latest developments in a rocky month for Frederick at 
Howard. In early March, Frederick came under fire for criticizing a student's "tone and tenor" when she 
expressed concern about whether she would get housing. The student posted her exchange with the 
university's president to Twitter, where it garnered attention.

Dear Mary, 

The November 28th WAMU report that Ballou High School graduated many students who 
did not meet basic requirements for graduation is a deeply troubhng black eye for our 
public school system. This was on the heels of The Washington Post report that uncovered 
significant errors in the Office of the State Superintendent of Education's (OSSE) 
reporting of test scores for economically disadvantaged students. 

I am very concerned that students were pushed out into the world without the tools they 
need to succeed. I beheve we must review the teacher evaluation system to see whether 
there is undue pressure to pass and graduate students who do not meet standards. It is 
imperative that we identify with clarity who was responsible for graduating unprepared 
students, how widespread the issue is, and whether there was retribution or were threats 
of retribution for teachers who did not comply. 

I thank Councilmember David Grosso, chair of the Committee on Education, for agreeing 
to hold an oversight roundtable on this issue on Friday, December 15th. I am happy that 
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Mayor Muriel Bowser has announced an investigation of this report. However, given 
recent significant inisreported data from OSSE and tlie overlappuig roles of OSSE and 
DCPS, I believe it is not appropriate for OSSE to mvestigate tliis matter. Tire investigation 
should be undertaken independently by an outside entity if we hope to restore pubhc 
confidence in our schools and school leaders. The investigation must look at all schools, 
not just Ballou, if we are to have faith that aU issues have been identified and all 
responsible parties are held accountable.

UPDATE ON THE BEGIN ACT 

At the end of November, tlie Committee on Education passed my Bolstering Early Growth 
Investment Act of 2017 (BEGIn Act). Tlie landmark legislation takes DC far beyond any 
other jurisdiction on early chUdliood development. Tlie BEGIn Act, inspired by my young 
daughter, Madison, creates more early care and education opportunities for infants and 
toddlers while also stabilizing tliis critical workforce. 

During tlie September 27th hearing on my BEGIn Act and the Infant and Toddler 
Developmental Health Services Act of 2017 (ITDHS Act), authored by Councihnember 
Vincent Gray, several stakeholders encouraged tlie Council to combine the two bills 
because of tlie overlapping goals. I began working with Councdnieniber Gray and the 
Committee on Education chair, David Grosso, to combine the bills. Tlie BEGIn Act, witli 
changes from Gray and Grosso, was incoiporated as Title II of the ITDHS Act. 

We have tried almost everything to close tlie staggering achievement gap in DC, from 
changes in leadership to increases m funding, but witli little success. Educating more of 
our kids fi-oiii age zero to tliree when 85% of core brain development occurs will help 
finally close tliis gap. I appreciate Councihnember Gray, who has long been a champion for 
early cliddliood education, working jointly with me on tliis important legislation.

NEW LEGISLATION & HUGE INVESTMENTS 

I introduced the Housing Rehabilitation Incentives Regulation Amendment Act of 2017. It 
will refocus our housing code enforcement system on improving housing conditions by 
incentivizing good landlords and making sure slumlords aren’t profiting off of our 
residents. Tlie bill also returns fees from bad landlords to the tenants who have been 
victimized. Watch my statement on tlie bill here . 

I worked witli the National Community Reinvestment Coalition CNCRC) to secure a $1.5 
miUion investment over the next ten years to support entrepreneurship in the District, 
witli priority given to residents who are returning citizens. Tliis is in addition to NCRC’s 
original $10 million commitment to affordable housing over tlie same period. Tliese 
commitments are tied to NCRC’s request for a property tax exemption. NCRC is an 
association of hundreds of non-profits tliat focuses on affordable housing, housing 
retention, access to capital for entrepreneurs, and small business assistance.

Almost There: Holding CareFirst Accountable 


I want to give you an important update on our longstanding effort to hold CareFirst 
BlueCross BlueShield accountable to the public and ensure that it spends the excess 
of its nearly $1 billion surplus on community healthcare needs. 
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The good news is that CareFirst for the first time has admitted that it has excess 
surplus, and has offered to start spending it on community needs. The bad news is 
that the amount it is offering--$7.5 million per year for the next 10 years--is way too 
low. 

Still, this is progress, and DC Appleseed has offered to enter into settlement 
negotiations with the company to help determine an amount that fulfills the company's 
obligation to the public and to subscribers. 

Given recent reports that CareFirst is seeking rate increases of up to 58% for next 
year, and given that actions on the Hill and in the Trump Administration may cause 
some area residents to lose their health insurance, it is more important than ever that 
we determine soon just how much excess surplus CareFirst should be required to 
give back in refunds, rate reductions, subsidies, and to otherwise address community 
health needs. 

Here is the current situation and the likely next steps. 

It's a Good Sign that Settlement is On the Table 

As you may remember, in August 2016. the D.C. Insurance Commissioner ordered 

the company to rebate $51 million in excess surplus to subscribers with District-based 

contracts. But then, three weeks ago, the Commissioner issued a proposed 
settlement order that was developed by CareFirst, in consultation with the 
Commissioner's and D.C. Attorney General's staffs. Under this proposed order, the 
Commissioner would rescind the requirement that CareFirst rebate to subscribers, 
and instead would require CareFirst to spend $7.5 million annually on charitable 
giving over ten years. 

We're glad that the Commissioner, the Attorney General, and CareFirst are exploring 
the possibility of a settlement. We're also glad that CareFirst at long last 
acknowledges that it must spend significant money on community healthcare needs. 
However, as we said in comments filed Tuesday with the Commissioner, we don't 

think the company's proposal should be accepted. Here's why. 

CareFirst's Settlement Proposal Shortchanges the Public 
First, the proposed settlement amount is obviously too low. We will argue on 
appeal that the amount that must be reinvested by CareFirst in D.C. from its excess 
surplus is approximately $300 million. CareFirst's proposal to spend only $75 million 
over 10 years--the present value of which is just $60 million--is only slightly higher 
than the amount the Commissioner's order already required the company to spend on 
rebates. Because there is a good chance that the D.C. Court of Appeals will require 
the company to reinvest a much larger amount than the proposed $60 million, DC 
Appleseed does not support the proposal. And we don't think the Commissioner or 
the Attorney General should support it either. It is simply not in the public interest to 
do so. 

Second, there's no indication that the proposed $75 miiiion is in addition to the 
charitabie giving that CareFirst is aiready engaged in as required by iaw. 
CareFirst should be returning previously accumulated excess surplus to the 
community. But there is nothing in the proposed order requiring that CareFirst 
reinvest its excess surplus in addition to meeting its separate obligation under the law 
to spend the maximum feasible amount from annual revenues on community 
reinvestment. 

Third, it did not serve the pubiic interest for the Commissioner's and the 
Attorney Generai's staffs to negotiate a proposed settiement with CareFirst 
whiie exciuding DC Appieseed. As the Court of Appeals has explained, this is an 
adversarial proceeding brought about by DC Appleseed, that DC Appleseed has 
participated in from the beginning, and that is being conducted pursuant to a law that 
DC Appleseed helped develop. If the matter is to be settled through negotiation, it 
serves the public interest to include DC Appleseed in that negotiation. And proposing 
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a settlement without our participation will not serve to end the proceeding: either the 
Commissioner will disapprove the proposal, or he will approve it over our objection, in 
which case we will appeal. Either way, negotiating a settlement of our long dispute 
with CareFirst--yet excluding us from the negotiation-will not advance the goal of 
ending the dispute. 

The Commissioner Shouid Give a Fair Opportunity to Negotiate a 
Settlement 

For these reasons, we hope the Commissioner will call for a fair opportunity for his 
staff, the Office of the Attorney General, CareFirst, and DC Appleseed to negotiate a 
settlement. If we all can agree, we can at long last end this proceeding. If we do not 
agree, it will be up to the Court of Appeals to decide. Either way, we're closer than 
ever to at long last holding the company accountable. Stay tuned.

Conspiracy theorist backs off Pizzagate' claims

Alex Jones, the conspiracy-loving media personality, apologized Friday for his role in promoting 
“Pizzagate,” the baseless viral story that a Washington pizza restaurant was the locale of a child 
sex-abuse ring run by Hillary Clinton and her campaign chairman, John Podesta. 


In a surprising and rare bit of backtracking, Jones posted a six-minute video on his website, 
“InfoWars,” in which he read a prepared statement formally distancing himself and his site from 
what became a textbook story of fake news run amok. He addressed his apology to James 
Alefantis, the owner of Comet Ping Pong, the restaurant that was the supposed locale of the 
alleged conspiracy last year. 


“I made comments about Mr. Alefantis that in hindsight I regret, and for which I apologize to him,” 
Jones said. “We relied on third-party accounts of alleged activities and conduct at the restaurant. 
We also relied on accounts of [two] reporters who are no longer with us.” 


He added, “To my knowledge today, neither Mr. Alefantis nor his restaurant Comet Ping Pong, 
were involved in any human trafficking as was part of the theories about Pizzagate.” The story, he 
said, “was based upon what we now believe was an incorrect narrative.” 


Jones, a staunch supporter of Donald Trump during the presidential campaign, offered no 
comment or apology to Clinton or Podesta for outlandish statements about their alleged 
involvement in the abuse of hundreds of children. 


Jones didn’t say what prompted his apology but it may have been motivated by a letter Alefantis 
wrote to him in February. The letter demands an apology and retraction for InfoWars’ postings 
about Pizzagate; it does not threaten legal action, but refers to what Alefantis describes as 
“defaming” comments by InfoWars. 

But the timing of Jones’s apology suggests he was concerned about a potential lawsuit. Under 
Texas law, the Austin-based Jones had to retract or apologize for the stories by Friday — one full 
month after receiving Alefantis’s letter — to avoid exposing InfoWars to punitive damages in a libel 
suit. 

In a statement, Alefantis said, “I am pleased that Mr. Jones has apologized and admitted that he 
and his employees repeatedly spread falsehoods about me and my restaurant. I wish that he 
would have made this admission and apology months ago. And his apology, while welcome, does 
nothing to address the harm he and his company have done to me, my business, and my 
community.” 

A spokeswoman for Alefantis said Friday that Alefantis and his attorney “continue to evaluate our 
legal claims.” 
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As the story spread, Alefantis and his employees received multiple death threats. The rumors 
culminated in December when a North Carolina man, Edgar Madisson Welch, came to the 
restaurant with a loaded assault rifle and handgun in what he called an attempt to investigate the 
claims. He fired the rifle several times while inside the restaurant, according to court documents. 

Welch coincidentally pleaded guilty on Friday to weapons and assault charges in an agreement 
with federal prosecutors in the District. 

InfoWars wasn’t the principal progenitor of the false story. The story spread primarily through such 
user-generated sites as Reddit and 4chan, as well as through fake-news websites and social 
media. 

But InfoWars played a role, publishing numerous articles and commentaries that speculated about 
the alleged involvement of Clinton and Podesta. Pizzagate was sparked by cryptic comments 
made by Podesta in emails that were stolen and later released by WikiLeaks during the campaign. 

Among the more damaging elements cited by Alefantis in his Feb. 22 letter was InfoWars’ role in 
encouraging its followers “to go out and investigate the ‘Pizzagate’ conspiracy theory, to come to 
my restaurant and investigate lies.” 

In his statement, Alefantis noted, “We can all hope that Mr. Jones’ retreat is the beginning of a 
process to hold accountable the people who motivated an armed gunman to travel across state 
lines and fire his weapon in a family-friendly restaurant.”

(According to DDOT, 5% of 
the District's street lights have already been converted to LEDs.)

As 
you may know, the American Medical Association has recommended that all LED roadway lighting 
be 3000 Kelvin or lower to mitigate hazardous glare and potential harm to human health caused by 
blue-rich light. The International Dark Sky Association recommends 2700K or lower.

We are writing you as a constituents of various wards and members of the DC Metro Coalition In Solidarity With The 
Cuban Revolution. Our Coalition is a member of the National Network on Cuba. This group has embarked on a campaign 
to garner support from city councils around the country to adopt a resolution to end the economic blockade against Cuba. 
Nine cities in the United States have already complied: Berkeley, Ca, Brookline, MA, Hartford, CN, Helena, Montana, 
Minneapolis, MN, Oakland, CA, Pittsburgh, PA, Richmond, CA and Sacramento, CA.

Dear Chairman Mendelson: 

Although this letter is directed directly to you, I have included each of your staff with the hope that at least a few of the 
people on this email have a heart for DC residents. Many people in this city host Airbnb guests because they need the 
extra money to address the rising cost of living in this city. 

Our city taxes are used for development of buildings we cannot afford to live in ... see Waterfront, Baseball Stadium, 
Eastern Market and much more. I moved to the Capitol Hill neighborhood in 1992 and I bought my house in 1995. And 
now - at age 72,1 find I cannot live here without additional income. I've renovated my English basement apartment with 
the hope that an upgrade would mean additional income, and in the process learned that the city required me to triple 
the cost of the improvements. Will my rent triple? ... no, of course not. So the bottom line is that my improved 
apartment - with many not necessary things done to it, will not increase my income. What I'm going to have to do is 
rent it via Airbnb and likely also rent a bedroom in my main house. 

You increased my property taxes by 50% last year after I left the Obama Administration, and this year, I see no change. I 
repeat - what you are using those taxes for is to help developers and the richest people in this country. It disappoints 
me ... angers me ... to see my city acting just like Trump who has given huge tax breaks to the richest people in this 
country and at the same time is busy making life more expensive on every single front for our average citizens. SO JUST 
PLEASE STOP. We need Airbnb and other short term rentals just to make ends meet in this city. 

You should believe Mr. DeWitt's estimates about the $21.7 Million cost for 2019 and the $104.1 million through fiscal 
2022, but you should also recognize that the cost to the city is not the only cost. The real cost is to the citizens of this city 
who will be forced to sell their homes. Why would you think that moving the "cost marbles" around to fill some of this 
big hole would not cut into the city's other commitments? 
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You must also recognize that home-sharing is not the root cause of the lack of affordable housing in this city. This lack of 
affordable housing is coming from the fact that the developers you/the city play favorites with are the cause ... you give 
them out tax dollars as incentives ... you do not ask them to provide much in the way of affordable units in their 
developments ... and e.g., see Eastern Market. That big ugly building that should never have been approved as is, rents 
for as much as $7000 a unit. Certainly, there are some units that rent for less but even at the lowest rents - $2500 per 
month, these units are not affordable. They are also out of character for the whole neighborhood. In this case, the city 
agreed to sell a perfectly good school building that had plenty of green space and took the money, but we got nothing 
out of it except for the big ugly building and a ruined neighborhood landmark which had great street vendors - many of 
whom are not back. 

Of course. Eastern Market is just a little development compared to the Waterfront and the baseball stadium which used 
our tax money to push affordable housing out. 

I would add - who are these prissy, picky people who don't want an Airbnb in their neighborhood? We have three that I 
know of located within about 1 blocks of my house. And they are no trouble at all. In fact, the homes that have them 
are better taken care of than some that are not. 

I have stayed at Airbnb's in Paris, Amsterdam and in Rome. The hosts were wonderful and we still stay in touch. I 
learned so much from them. This is what happens when homeowners share their homes ... we make friends and we 
keep them. And at the same time, we get to stay ... to live ... in our own homes whether we are retired or not. You 
should also know that there are plenty of people who visit this city that do NOT want to stay in hotels ... and regarding 
hotels, please remember, they are cold unfriendly places - $14 for a drink, no way to meet real residents, maids banging 
on your door when you don't want them, loud noises through the walls, long treks up and down hallway pulling your 
luggage and lukewarm room service. With Airbnb, you make friends, get directions more easily, learn about 
neighborhoods and local cultures, and more. 

PLEASE ... drop this bill. Throw it in the trash. Stop cutting back tax income from these kinds of units. Spend the tax 
money on affordable housing units. Stop giving the developers all these breaks ... they need to either learn to pay for 
their own projects or they need to provide adequate affordable housing in their projects.

I wanted to follow up on Monica's email below and let you know that I will be sending regular updates that can help 
provide more information on Initiative 77, which we hope will provide you data, information and better context to 
understand on why its so important for workers and everyone to see the Initiative pass and implemented in the District. 

I want to point you to a new Lake Partners Survey, which was just returned from the field and not yet public. It 

especially raises concerns about the DC City Council potentially overturning the results of the referendum. An 
incredibly large majority of voters (82%) say they would be concerned if a DC councilmembers voted to overturn 
the will of the voters and block the initiative, including 55% who would be very concerned. 

In addition, the poll also shows majority support—64% of voters support Initiative 77 and plan to vote Yes (57% strongly), 
with 18% opposed (14% strongly), and 18% undecided. The Yes side has broad support across demographic groups and 
in all regions of the city. The initiative has support from 59% of men and 68% of women (20% and 17% opposed, 
respectively). White voters support the measure by a 51% to 29% margin, and African American voters support the 
measure by an even larger 72% to 9% margin.

The Case to Vote YES on Initiative 77 for #OneFairWage

We, like many of our fellow D.C. residents, have seen the “Save Our Tips” signs all over town. As 
anti-poverty advocates and researchers, we take seriously the argument that we should listen to 
people who are directly affected by a given policy. There are many well-intentioned people who plan 
to vote against Initiative 77 - the ballot initiative that would phase out the sub-minimum wage earned 
by tipped workers by 2026 - because they know servers, mainly in higher-end restaurants and bars, 
who are against it. 

But we also know many servers (in D.C. as well as in the eight states that don’t have a separate 
tipped wage) and can tell you that a big reason you’re not hearing a lot of voices from tipped workers 
in favor of Initiative 77 is due to fear of retaliation . Workers are literally walking into their places of 
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employment bombarded with signs saying “Save Our Tips” - even right above where they clock in. 
Publicly speaking out when you’re already economically insecure and need the job is difficult. 

The debate in D.C. over 77 has been riddled with misinformation and one-sided arguments, funded 
by a corporate campaign that is paying tens of thousands to consulting firms so that they don’t have 
to pay their workers more.

DC FEDERATION OF DEMOCRATIC WOMEN’S 

COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE POLICY PAPER 

I. EXCLUSIONARY ZONING 

BRIEF BACKGROUND AND BROAD ISSUES 

Like other jurisdictions, the District uses the Area Median Index (AMI) to calculate housing 
affordability. This metropolitan-wide index skews the affordability figures upwards, because 
Maryland and Virginia are included and overall incomes in these suburban jurisdictions are 
considerably higher than those in the District. Furthermore, it’s widely recognized that the 
District has a larger proportion of low and moderately-low ineome residents compared to that of 
their suburban neighbors, so the base AMI further disadvantages District residents. 

The AMI for Washington, DC for affordable housing at 80 percent AMI for a family of four 
would be an income of $115,000. Such a high threshold systematically eliminates most wage 
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earners, serviee workers, teaehers, poliee offieers and entry-level employees - the target market 
for “affordable housing.” Many of the residents below this ineome level are women, partieularly 
women who are heads of households, women renters and women seeking to move up the housing 
seale. 

Our residents need an adjustment to the AMI, so the ineome figures are based solely on Distriet 
ineomes in order to realistieally target home ownership to the bottom quarter of the population 
where most of the need is eoneentrated. Persons in the $40 -60,000 ineome range are where the 
greatest need exists and yet, that is the population that has been the most prieed out of market- 
rate housing. In the absenee of an AMI based solely on the Distriet, a redueed AMI is warranted. 
In addition, many long-term Distriet residents need relief from the growing problem of 
displaeement as they are quiekly being pushed out of Washington, DC by the influx of higher- 
ineome persons. 

Another issue that exaeerbates the limited availability of affordable housing is the Distriet 
government poliey to seek private developers to build housing or mixed-use developments on 
Distriet-owned land. Historieally these developers have paid ridieulously, low priees for the land 
in exehange for a small number of so-ealled “affordable units.” The 8 pereent base proportion of 
“affordable” housing units that the Distriet has requires of these private developers fall woefully 
short of the high market value of the real estate that the Distriet has exehanged to seeure these 
units and the AMI ealeulations priee these units far outside the realm of affordability. Upon 
eompletion many of the units are prieed that the persons with the greatest need eannot begin to 
afford them. 

Housing affordability is a major, eity-wide eoneern and is partieularly aeute in areas subjeet to 
large-seale renovations sueh as Brookland Manor. We would suggest that the Distriet: 1) extraet 
,through the Zoning Commission, a larger number of “affordable units” in exehange for their 
valuable property; and 2) seeure a larger proportion of affordable units for the growing number 
eitizens in need, partieularly larger families needing 3 to 5 bedrooms. What is needed is a 
eitizen-oriented - rather than developer-foeused, strategie deeision of a balanee between 
attraeting high-ineome wage earners while maintaining housing options for long-term, moderate- 
ineome residents, many of whom are women.

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RECOMMENDATION: The DC Federation of Democratic Women recommends passage of the 
Exclusionary Zoning Consistency Act of 2017 to help bring income percentages (AMI's) of low-income 
and middle-income designations within the Metropolitan Statistical Area within greater reach of a 
greater proportion of District residents. 

WHAT CAN WE DO? 

The DCFDW would be pleased to write testify and testify at hearings and/or town meetings in support of 
this bill which would be a great benefit to women who are more that 50 percent of the heads of 
households in the District of Columbia. 

II. BROAD ISSUE AND BACKGROUND 

FAMILY AND MEDICAL LEAVE 

Currently the District of Columbia Family and Medical Leave Act (DCFMLA) requires employers with 20 
or more employees to provide eligible employees with 16 weeks of unpaid family leave and 16 weeks of 
unpaid medical leave during a 24 month period. Leave under DCFMLA may be taken in blocks of time, 
intermittently, and in certain circumstances, at a reduced schedule. Employees can also use any accrued 
time instead of unpaid leave. 

Eligible circumstances for family leave under DCFMLA include the birth of a child, adopting a child, or 
caring for a child in foster care. Caring for a seriously ill family member is also eligible for family leave. 
Eligible circumstances for medical leave includes: recovering from a serious illness rendering the 
employee unable to work. 

LEGISLATION RECENTLY VOTED THROUGH COUNCIL: 

In December 2016, the D.C. Council voted to move forward with one of the nation's most generous laws 
guaranteeing family and medical leave, creating roughly $250 million a year in new taxes on local 
businesses to fund two months of paid time off for workers to care for newborn or adopted children. 

The bill, which would apply to both full- and part-time workers, also grants employees six weeks of paid 
leave to help ailing relatives and two weeks of personal sick leave per year, placing the District at the 
forefront of jurisdictions with family-friendly workplace laws, but alarming employers who say the 
nation's capital is becoming an increasingly costly place to do business. 

BROAD ISSUES: 

To pay for the benefits, the city would increase employer-paid payroll taxes by 0.62 percent adding an 
additional tax to small business that already have a greater tax burden than anywhere else in the metro 
area. If the bill had become law, benefits probably would not be available before 2019, since the city 
would have to prepare and fund the program. City analysts estimate the cost of a technological system 
to administer the benefits alone could be as high as $80 million. Dewitt, the D.C. chief financial officer, 
has warned the Council that although the new tax on businesses would provide enough money to pay 
employees during their time off, the city has not figured out how to pay for a new bureaucracy to 
oversee the program. 

Some fiscal watchdogs warn that even in its more modest version, the law could be a long-term drain on 
the city's budget just as the city is entering a time of greater uncertainty. Its decaying transit system is 
expected to require heavy investment in the years ahead, and President Donald Trump's plans to shrink 
the federal government workforce and federal funding for the District — both crucial to the city's 
economic well-being — remain unclear, in addition to the Trump budget's proposed, mammoth cuts to 
programs that benefit low and moderate income residents. 

RECOMMENDATION/PROPOSED LEGISLATION: 

The DC Federation of Democratic Women has been long-term advocates for Family and Medical Leave, 
primarily because medical leave benefits working women, particularly female heads of household. The 
DCFDW would suggest that a more moderate proposal than the bill passed in 2016 be considered to: 1) 
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seek a plan that would help women and families; 2) strike a balance between the number of paid leave 
days and the costs to small business employers; and 3) prevent increasing dramatically the already 
heavy tax burden to small business who are largely the employers of District residents. 


WHAT CAN WE DO? 

The DC Federation of Democratic Women can serve on advisory boards and commissions that can 
explore the pros and cons of a revised Family and Medical Leave bill, as well as, testify at hearings to 
propose a more balanced and less costly plan to small businesses and the District residents.

My name is Christina Pickeral and I am a DC resident. I am writing to ask you not to approve the 
nomination of Peter Newsham until you get the feedback of the community. It angers me that this 
process has not been transparent at all. The mayor over a week ago sent out a survey for the city to 
weigh in on public safety, and in no way has there been enough time for her in her office to go 
through all the response before making her decision. Peter Newsham track records deeply concern 
me. He has a history of domestic violence in which he has admitted to beating his wife during a family 
court hearing.

What’s this “Comprehensive Plan”? 
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On October 8* tlie Council adopted changes to the Framework Element to the I 
Comprehensive Plan. Tliis is a big deal because it is another step toward resolving tlie city’s I 
affordable housing crisis. I 

Tlie Plan is a 20-year, comprehensive docmnent intended to be a ivide-ranging guide for the I 
govermnent, covering important issues such as housing, tianspoitation, human services, | 
and land use. Hie Framework is tlie introductoiy chapter. Under the Distiict’s Home Rule | 
charter, zoning “shall not be inconsistent ivitli” tlie Comprehensive Plan, so any aspects of I 
the Plan that touch on land use definitely have an impact. I 

Wlien tlie Mayor submitted proposed changes to the Framework last year, her focus was on I 
limiting citizen appeals of Zoning Commission cases, with virtually no attention to tlie city”s f 
housing crisis. | 

Tlie Council held a 13 hour hearing with 154 ivitnesses in March 2018 where the Mayor’s E 
proposal was romidly criticized from all sides. Housing advocates demanded that the I 
Framework say more - much more - about the critical need for affordable housing and I 
fanuly-size housing. Civic groups condemned language that essentially gave the Zoning F 
Commission carte blanche to be the sole interpreter of the Plan. And \drtually everyone 1 
faulted the proposal for creathig vagueness, not clarity, in this important planning I 
document. 

Wdiat the Council just approved is a substantial rewrite. 

Affordable housmg groups like tlie Coahtion for Smarter Groivth praised the final product: 
“Tliis transformative update incorporates tliree of tlie Coalition’s priorities: ensuring the 
creation of affordable housing, preventing displacement, and addressing racial equity.” 

But others, such as tlie DC Grassroots Plaimiiig Coahtion didn’t think the document goes I 
far enough to ensure effective conununity participation, address racial and economic I 
inequities, and minmiize impacts such as gentrification. To be sure, these are challenges, I 
but the new Framework addresses each in more detail than ever before - more detail than P 
the old Framework, and more detail tlian the Mayor had proposed originally. I 

Tlie critics also demanded deletion of language that could prevent broad socio-economic I 
issues like climate crisis and gentrification from being considered by the Zoning | 
Commission in its approval of development projects. Wliile broad socio-economic issues are E 
real and important, tliere are better ways to handle tlieni, such as through the construction [ 
code and broad-based legislation. And since most development is matter-of-right (requiring | 
no hearing or Zonmg Commission approval), enviromnental and social justice advocates I 
won’t achieve their goals, either. | 

Indeed, for some the issue of land use is about stopping discretionary zoning cases: plamied I 
unit developments (PUDs), upzonings, and variances. But the city will not get better quahty | 
projects, nor meet its goal of private production of 36,000 new housing units by 2025, if I 
discretionary cases are stopped. | 

Some criticisms were based on misunderstandhig. Hie best example of tliis arose from 1 
changing the definitions of six land use categories. Hie Council received many emails from I 
citizens upset that tlie “R-i-B” zone was no longer specifically listed m die low density I 
categoiy - sparking concern diat diis was an attempt to remove shigle family zoning. But in | 
fact, numerous specified zones were dropped in the final text — perhaps more diaii 30 across | 

the six categories. Language was added, however, explaining that the shorter hst of zones m 
each category is meant to be “illustrative,” and that “odier zones may apply,” hke R-i-B in ( 
low-density areas. U 

Yes, Uiere is at least one councihiiember who wants to get rid of single-family detached I 
zonmg as a strategy to encourage increased housing density. Minneapolis did tliis a year I 
ago. It appears, though, diat a majority of couiicdmembers may not agree. Hie District has I 
significantiy less residential land zoned exclusively for smgle-faniily housmg than other | 
cities (for instance, 36% m DC compared to 70% in Minneapohs), and also, the District I 
pemiits housing in every zone except industrial. Wliile this idea of getting rid of zonmg B 
exclusivity for shigle-family detached housmg may come up agaui, the Framework just I 
adopted by the Council does not do this. I 
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The Plan is supposed to be updated - amended - every five years. The math doesn’t quite 
work: in 2010 the Coimcil adopted amendments initiated by then-Mayor Fenty, and then in 
January 2018 Mayor Bowser began the second round of amendments by submitting a 
revised Framework Element. 

Now that the Council’s work on the Framework is finished, the Office of Planning released 
proposed changes to the rest of the Plan (some 24 chapters, or “elements”) on October 15***. 
The public comment period will end in January. 

In the end, the Plan is important if for no other reason than that the Zoning Commission — 
and, therefore, developers — must pay attention to it. 


Recent Revenue Announcement 


On September 30* the city's Chief Financial Officer announced revised revenue 
estimates . Revenue growth remains impressive relative to other cities and states; 
3.6% this year, 4% in FY 2021. Although not in the formal estimates, the 
guesstimate is that Fiscal Year 2019, which just ended, will show’ an 
approximately $250 million surplus. We'll know the exact amount when the 
Comprehensive Annual Financial Report is released next Februaiy i®*. 

Before eveiyone goes craz}’ that the city has huge resei-ves and let’s spend the 
suiplus on one program or another; take a breath, all the money has been 
allocated. Roughly $70 million will till up our reseives (rainy day fund) to the 
recommended best practice of an amount equivalent to 60 days’ operating costs. 
We saw’ the value of this during the five-w’eek federal government shut down last 
Januaiy’. Some of the surplus (wiieii it was predicted last FebruaiyO was put in 
the FY 2020 budget we adopted in May. The remaining surplus is 100% 
allocated; 50/50 to the Housing Production Trust Fund and to "paygo” capital 
infrastructure funding. 
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About 48% of the city’s $3 billion General Fund balance is in the resei'ves. You 
may ask; what about the remainder, why can’t we spend that on important 
programs? Well, about 20% is legally required debt seivice reserves that must 
be held, untouched, for bondholders. Almost 20% is budgeted for the new fiscal 
year - appropriated as part of the current year, FY 2020 budget. And roughly 
13% is reserved for other purposes - what we call special purpose funds for 
specific programs such as environmental cleanup, utility and insurance 
regulation, and so forth. 

Wlien we testified before Congress urging statehood, one of our arguments was 
that the city is well run and in very good financial shape. We have the ability to 
pay for needs such as public education and affordable housing - and spend more 
in these areas tlian any other city. And we have the resiliency to withstand a 
recession that some economists predict could happen soon.

We 
were then able to connect witli tlie organization to acquire a refurbished chair 
for the elderly woman.

enables speech which is critical to elections. Interference in our elections is 
wi’ong. So when the President asks anyone to interfere in our elections, he is 
wrong; it is trying to undermine our elections. Working with a foreign 
govemmeut to do this is even worse. Frankly, I compare it to working with a 
foreign government to steal secrets (spying), or steal technology (espionage). 
In these other contexts, we call it treason. So then it is also treason to ask 
Ukraine to interfere witli Joe Biden’s candidacy. Yes, Congress must consider 
impeachment.

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In our 9th podcast, released today, Ryan Vandrey, PhD,

Dr. Ryan Vandrey, associate professor of psychiatry and behavioral sciences at 
Johns Hopkins University School of Medicine and a member of National Families 
in Action’s Science Advisory Board, explains that researchers being unable to 
obtain research-grade marijuana with today’s THC levels is an old story. 

While journalists continue to report this. Dr. Vandrey says “the National Institute on 
Drug Abuse, in particular, I feel, has been very responsive to our (researchers') 
needs to get very high concentrations of THC, to get high CBD variants of 
cannabis, and more recently to get cannabis extracts, so the really high-potency 
extracts are now available to us as well.” Despite continuous reports in the media 
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that sing this old song, “that record is broken and needs to get thrown out now,” he 
adds. 

Also, he says, researchers can import high THC marijuana from Canada since that 
nation legalized the drug Tecently and can legally export it to other countries. 

Dr. Vandrey explains the endocannabinoid system that is in our bodies and how 
marijuana and its components act on that system and change it with frequent, 
chronic use. He also describes the difference between potency and dose.

to ciear market of fiavored e-cigarettes 


“The Trump Administration is making it clear that we intend to clear the market of 
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flavored e-cigarettes to reverse the deeply concerning epidemic of youth e- 
cigarette use that is impacting children, families, schools and communities,” said 
Health and Human Services Secretary Alex Azar. “We will not stand idly by as 
these products become an on-ramp to combustible cigarettes or nicotine addiction 
for a generation of youth.” 

Driving the concern is the rapid rise of e-cigarette use by high school and even 
middle school students, compared to the dramatic decline in cigarette use by these 
age groups. Preliminary data from the National Youth Tobacco Survey show that 
youth use of cigarettes has decreased from 15.8 percent in 2011 to 5.8 percent in 
2019, while e-cigarette use skyrocketed from 1.5 percent in 2011 to an astonishing 
27.5 percent in 2019. A single e-cigarette can contain as much nicotine as a pack 
of combustible cigarettes. 

The rapid rise of e-cigarette use among teens is attributable to flavors added to 
disguise the taste of nicotine. The chart below shows which flavors teens report in 
the survey are their favorites. Both graphics appear in last week’s FDA News 
Release.

• Yesterday, the Washington Post reported a seventh death from vaping- 
related lung disease occurred in California. A 40-year-old man died of 
“complications related to the use of e-cigarettes,” health officials said. His 
family reported that he vaped nicotine e-cigarettes and THC vape products.

• Massachusetts health officials report that as of September 16, they had 
identified 38 vaping-related lung illnesses, up from 10. At least seven 
involved teenagers. The CDC revised its nationwide tally, from 450 possible 
cases of illness to 380 probable cases in 36 states.

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What may be the first case of severe illness related to vaping THC was 
reported two years ago in the Annals of the American Thoracic Society 
described here . 

Boston doctors say the vaping crisis is exploding now for three reasons: 
"toxic chemicals in the supply chain of vape products; clinicians previously 
only asked patients about cigarettes, not vaping; and more people are 
vaping now.”

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Georgia officials find 
spiked CBD products sold in state 

An Associated Press investigation finds that synthetic marijuana is sometimes 
substituted for CBD in so-called “CBD Oils.” High-school students in Savannah, 
Georgia began passing out after puffing vapes last year. 

An AP reporter purchased five vape products at a store in nearby Columbia, SC. 
Lab tests showed three contained synthetic marijuana. The practice is known as 
“spiking,” and has sent dozens of people nationwide to emergency rooms. 

The Columbia news gathering was part of a much larger investigation AP carried 
out. Reporters bought 29 vape pods online and in shops in California, Florida, 
Maryland, and South Carolina. An additional pod was provided by a college 
student who was admitted to an emergency room after puffing the pod. 

Of the 30 vapes AP paid to test, 10 contained synthetic marijuana. In addition, 
eight contained no detectable level of CBD, 14 had less that 0.3 percent CBD by 
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weight, and six ranged between 1.07 percent and 8.87 percent CBD by weight.

Rocky Mountain High Intensity Drug Trafficking 
Area releases sixth report on the impact of 
marijuana legalization in Colorado 
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Here are just three of many graphs in Volume Six of the HIDTA report on the 
impact of legalizing marijuana for recreational use in Colorado. 

The first graph shows that in 2009, when the state first commercialized marijuana, 
787 people arrested for impaired driving tested positive for marijuana. That number 
escalated to 3,755 in 2018. 

In 2000, the year Colorado legalized marijuana for medical use, some 2,541 
people were hospitalized for reasons related to marijuana. By 2017, that number 
had swollen to 16,614 people, six- and one-halftimes greater in 17 years. 

In 2018, tax revenue from medical and recreational marijuana amounted to less 
than one percent of the state’s annual budget. (A report published last year by the 
Centennial Institute of Colorado Christian University found, “For every dollar 
gained in tax revenue, Colorado taxpayers paid $4.50 to mitigate the effects of 
marijuana legalization.’’)

The first day of classes for DC Public Schools (DCPS) is also today, and parents have a lot of 
questions that have gone unanswered by city officials about D.C.'s policy around sexual 
misconduct. Parents like Danica Petroshius and Ward 6 Advisory Neighborhood 
Commissioner Denise Krepp started questioning the policy early this summer, after 
learning from WAMU about an incident in mid-May where a school employee kissed and 
inappropriately touched a 13-year-old student. 
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But city officials have been slow-walking or declining to answer all these parents' questions. 
What Krepp, Petroshius, and others did learn in their correspondence with the Deputy 
Mayor of Education Paul Kihn and other officials is: 

• There have been six schools where substantiated claims of sexual abuse by an 
employee occurred between January 2018 and the present. Some parents want to 
know specifically where, but Kihn's office does not want to disclose this, citing 
concern for the victims involved. 

• About 27 percent of DCPS staffers have expired background checks. 

• Kihn's office doesn't keep the aforementioned information on charter schools, which 
make up almost half of the city's 93,000 students and are the domain of DC Public 
Charter School Board Executive Director Scott Pearson. 

It's true that the city is still implementing the School Safety Act of 2018 . School staff will be 
re-trained on a new sexual misconduct policy in the fall and DCPS just launched a public 
working group.

Dear Friends, 

Today, we are pleased to release the National Drug Control Strategy, which establishes the 
President's priorities for addressing the challenge of drug trafficking and use. This Strategy 
provides the strategic direction necessary for the Federal government to build a stronger, 
healthier, drug-free society today and in the years to come by drastically reducing the number of 
Americans losing their lives to drug addiction. The overarching goal of the Strategy is to save 
lives by engaging in a comprehensive approach that includes preventing initiates to drug use, 
promoting treatment services leading to long-term recovery, and aggressively reducing the 
availability of illicit drugs in America's communities. 

The President's Commission on Combating Drug Addiction and the Opioids Crisis stated that 
"substance abuse prevention is a process which requires a shift in behavior, culture, and 
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community norms." This will require ongoing efforts with a holistic approach. Families, 
communities, faith organizations, education, and mass media all play a role in supporting 
this process. The Strategy emphasizes the importance of preventing drug use before it begins with 
early intervention and evidence-based programming with a focus on at-risk youth populations. 

We will also look to improve the effectiveness of prescription drug monitoring plans (PDMPs) 
by enhancing integration and data-sharing, and encouraging mandatory PDMP checks. 

Addiction is a chronic disease that affects the brain, and individuals with substance use disorders 
deserve to be treated with dignity. We know that treatment works and that recovery is possible. 
The Administration will continue to stand with and support Americans in recovery. There needs 
to be more hiring opportunities for people in recovery, and increased access to diversion courts 
and peer recovery networks including collegiate and high school recovery programs. We must 
be relentless in reducing the stigma of addiction. 

Almost all illicit drugs used in the United States are produced outside of the country and then 
trafficked in across the Nation's borders. We must use all available tools and resources to stem 
the flow of illicit drugs into our country, including increasing border security and enhancing 
coordination between law enforcement to reduce the availability of drugs. We need to work 
closely with our international partners, harden access points that drug traffickers use to enter 
America and proactively develop new means of drug detection. 

We know you work tirelessly each day to make your community safer and healthier, and this 
Strategy supports your efforts. It includes essential steps that must be taken to reverse the impact 
drugs are having on our country. By empowering Federal, state, local and Tribal groups, we will 
be better positioned to collaborate and generate impactful results as we continue to address the 
country's addiction crisis. Most importantly, the Strategy allows you - those on the front lines of 
this crisis - to respond in a way that meets your community's needs. 

President Trump has clearly stated that "we will work to strengthen vulnerable families and 
communities, and we will help to build and grow a stronger, healthier, and drug-free society." 

The White House Office of National Drug Control Policy looks forward to a sustained 
partnership with you as we work together on these shared goals in the months and years to come.

Hello, 
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Racist discriminatory denials of my rights and access to services 
are blocking my efforts to self-healing, worsening my situation and 
reinforcing my disability. Following is a list of denials which amount to 
human rights violations. They just destroy my self-actualization 
efforts. Since they are about public service. Public service is public 
trust. Violations of this public trust are illegal and criminal. 

1. Pathways to Housing is denying to write an accomodation 
support letter for the last seven months in order to undermine my 
efforts to obtain doctoral study in GU. Pathways which is retaliating to 
my complaints to clinical supervisor Ms Stephanie Lyons, refused to 
provide necessary support therefore did not join my meeting with Dr. 
Smith to assess my accomodation requests. This is because I filed a 
complaint against clinical supervisor. The management is retaliating 
back to me by denying supportive services: 1. Refusing to provide an 
accomodation support letter for the last seven months. 2. Refusing to 
provide real solid support in my efforts except lip service. Pathways 
Management did not coordinate with GU officials to provide 
necessary support. Pathways management put pressure on any 
support staff who, upon my requests, tried to call GU officials to 
arrange a meeting to discuss accomodations and equal opportunity 
issues face to face. Pathways refused to join my meeting with GU 
officials to discuss accomodations and equal opportunity. 

2. Pathways is misreporting\falsifying my medical reports to 
undermine my case. There are repetetive remarks in the medical 
reports sent to GU which were also shared with me. Pathways 
medical reports claim that I have “lack of insight” which is definitely 
wrong. The reports mention lack of insight two times. Lack of insight 
means the client does not think he\she has mental disorder and 
opposes any treatment accordingly. This is total falsification since I 
do spend so much effort to heal myself: 1. I am fasting everyday to 
follow one meal a day special detoxing\healing diet. 2. My diet is only 
healthy raw plant food without any heating, processing or salting. 3. I 
do regular weigh machine workout in the gym of my apartment 
building to boost my immune system. I am fortunate that I did not fall 
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in the trap set by abovennentioned Pathways Clinical Supervisor Ms. 
Lyons. Otherwise, I would not be able to have this apartment, gym 
and safety in the apartment building. She misled me from the 
beginning to prevent me using my full voucher by misinforming me 
about the amount ot my voucher until last minute. This is like robbing 
my voucher by falsification. This is the reason why I filed complaint. 
They let her leave Pathways without any disciplinary action. However, 
Pathways keeps retaliating for my complaint. 4. Since isolation and 
suicidal ideation are are my main problem. Pathways is reinforcing 
my impairment. So I made a lot of efforts to break from my old 
isolation and suicidal ideation problems by obtaining doctoral study in 
GU that I know for 40 years and always loved. I will recover from my 
isolation and suicidal ideation completely by mingling with like-minded 
folks in my doctoral study. I want to make contributions to make our 
world a better place to live. This is my self-actualization goal. This is 
my method to beat the miserable feeling of isolation and suicidal 
tendency for good. But Pathways is worsening my situation. 5. 
Likewise, I am aiming to become a college professor\faculty member 
of GU to break my isolation too. Since my peers back in Foreign 
Ministry of Turkey have become ambassadors I feel that becoming 
faculty member is the best option to break my isolation and suicidal 
tendency. This way I do better contributions to make our world a 
better place to live. Pathways and GU worsen my situation by 
retaliation and racist discrimination to refuse equal opportunity. 6. I do 
work on national security innovation base and technololical 
challenges presented by our adversaries led by China-Russia-lran 
block. I post my work on my social media sites to contribute global 
security. This is my way to break away from my isolation and suicidal 
ideation. Naturally, same thing goes for my efforts to prevent Dictator 
Erdogan from ruining Turkey by policies which cause great trade 
deficit. As he collapses Turkey he incites Turkish population more 
and more hostile against the world. His regime is turning Turkey into 
a paranoid madhouse. Probably he is similar with Trump in this 
regard. I am working and posting my work on social media regarding 
super spikes in foreign currency, interest rates, inflation. 
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unemployment, poverty etc. Pathways knows all these but still 
misreports that I have lack of insight and so am against my healing. 
Pathways also denies to provide an accomodation support letter. It is 
not helping me to break away from my isolation and suicidal ideation 
by self-actualization. It does not appreciate and support my efforts to 
heal myself in real term. It remains as only a lip service due to 
retaliation for my complaints. 

3. GU is denying my requests for equal opportunity regarding 
accomodations. They lie that I do not have medical reports in the 
dismissal email. But when Pathways called Dr Smith of GU, he told 
Pathways staff that my medical reports are fine. Dr Smith also totally 
omit equal opportunity evidences. He pretends GU has no similar 
accomodations for other people. He does not want to discuss about 
it. So far Pathways or any other entity did not want to help me to get 
GU to talk about equal opportunity. It is a great secret of GU. Dr 
Smith acts like this is first time he hears accomodations like first time 
ever in his life. Then again he still omits all subject of equal 
opportunity. This is total racist discrimination to reinforce my 
disability. GU is actually offering all the same accomodations to 
people who are 10 times more prosperous than me. But it always 
denies it to me to avoid responsibility for equal opportunity regarding 
disability. GU with its racist discrimination is forcing me back to 
isolation and suicidal ideation from which I am spending super human 
efforts to break away. GU destroys my self-actualization efforts. 

4. I have civil cases in the court of appeals as sexual assault victim 
which were dismissed due to lack of legal aid. Legal aid agencies 
refuse to support my case arguing that it is not the law they practice. 
But I know they support people who are in ten times better situation. 
They are forcing me back to isolation and suicidal ideation from which 
I am spending super human efforts to break away. Their denials 
destroy my self-actualization efforts. 
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All I am seeking is to fight off the racist discrimination based on my 
disability and obtain equal opportunity under the law. I am victim 
surviver of rape, family and power abuse, blacklisting, jail, torture. 
Back in Turkey, outcome of my case against the Foreign Ministry is 
unknown since my lawyer already sold me out. He does not want to 
inform me. He is a crook. I need legal aid on that too. This racist 
discriminatory system which is worsened by these incidents I 
mentioned above, is forcing me back to isolation and suicidal ideation 
from which I am spending super human efforts to break away. All 
these destroy my efforts for self-actualization.

Chae Norris, this is really a story about a little girl who struggles to breathe. 


Norris is talking about her 8-year-old niece, one of the many children affected by the District's higher 
than average rates of pediatric asthma. When she's trying to convince people to support carbon 
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pricing in D.C., the native Washingtonian and Army veteran doesn't talk about wonky tax debates or 
rebate schemes. She tells them about the pain her niece experiences when she wakes and needs to 
use a breathing treatment machine, and how cleaner air would help her fill her lungs more easily. 

"We have this policy that we're trying to get passed," Norris tells people when she knocks on doors. 

"It really helps the environment and you get paid to do it—that's the hook." 

D.C. could be the first jurisdiction in the country to implement a carbon pricing and rebate scheme. 
The idea is that the current cost of emitting carbon doesn't include the real costs borne by the public, 
like environmental damage, health issues, property destruction, and other external expenses. If a 
carbon rebate program were implemented, the city would add a fee to oil and natural gas bills. The 
money collected would go back to residents, especially low-income Washingtonians, through a rebate 
system. Over time, that fee would increase. 

"Right now, it's free to pollute the atmosphere and that's why we're burning the planet," says Camila 
Thorndike, an organizer with the Chesapeake Climate Action Network who is helping to lead the 
effort. "That's why we don't see the kind of investment in clean energy and the kind of conservation 
choices on the consumer side. Climate change is the greatest market failure that ever was." 

And so, they're looking to fix it with a market solution. For more than two years, the Put A Price On It, 
D.C. campaign has been building a coalition to push for legislation that would make this a reality. The 
group, which includes more than 50 organizations, formally launched in May 2017. 

Thorndike says interest increased after the 2016 election "because people were just despairing and 
defeated and saw this opportunity to fight back right here under Trump's nose." 

The coalition includes a mix of usual suspects, like environmental groups, along with some religious 
leaders, arts advocates, and small businesses. Pleasant Pops is on board, even though a popsicle 
business might stand to benefit from a hotter planet. "I'd rather sacrifice the marginal returns to have 
a safe world," says owner Roger Horowitz, who adds that the business already runs on 100 percent 
wind power. 

This is the first time that property services union 32BJ SEIU has waded into a fight over environmental 
policy in D.C., says Jaime Contreras, the vice president of the union. They're doing so because "this is 
something that our members care about," he says. "It's important that it would put money into the 
pockets of D.C. families, and people would be breathing less bad air. It's becoming a health issue." 

At least six councilmembers have already come out in favor of carbon pricing to some degree— 
Chairman Phil Mendelson, At Large Councilmembers David Grosso and Robert White, Ward 1's 
Brianne Nadeau, Ward 6's Charles Allen, and Ward 3's Mary Cheh, who, as the chair of the 
Committee on Transportation and the Environment, is heading up the effort to write the legislation. 

"My office is in the process of researching how a carbon fee could fit in with the District's existing 
climate initiatives and I'm hoping to introduce a bill to address our local carbon output this spring," 
Cheh said in a statement to City Paper. 
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"There's clearly a majority of the Council who support the direction and the concept," says Allen. "We 
don't have an actual bill in front of us because advocates are working closely with Mendelson and 
Cheh to help map out what the actual bill would look like. In an ideal scenario, you win this battle 
before you ever introduce the bill." 

Democratic lawmakers introduced a carbon fee bill this week on Capitol Hill. Neither that legislation 
nor others tackling climate change have much of a chance on the federal level. "Cities are where we're 
going to lead," says Allen. "Now's the time more than ever when we have to put our foot on the 
accelerator." 

So where does the city's leader stand on the issue? Mayor Muriel Bowser committed the city to a 
goal of becoming carbon neutral by 2050, meaning the city's emissions would be balanced by actions 
and projects that remove carbon dioxide from the air, and reiterated D.C.'s commitment to the Paris 
climate accord after President Trump pulled the United States out of the agreement last June. 

The D.C. Department of Energy and the Environment Clean Energy DC plan, an updated version of 
which is forthcoming, outlines 55 recommended actions to meet those goals, including mandating 
that electricity suppliers use renewable energy and creating a DC Green Bank. Carbon pricing is not 
among them. 

"We're all about hitting the mayor's goals. The question is, what's the best way to do it?" says Marc 
Nielsen, the legislative director for DOEE. "Carbon pricing would have to be at a level that achieves 
behavior change but doesn't exacerbate how expensive it is to live in the District of Columbia. It 
would really depend [on] how the proposal is structured." 

He points to the large Clean Rivers Impervious Area Charges added to DC Water bills and Pepco's 
request for a D.C. rate hike as issues already threatening the pocketbooks of residents. "The rebate 
you get back is supposed to help alleviate that problem, but it's kind of strange as a behavioral 
mechanism, because if you get the money back, it ends up just creating a cash flow problem" for 
lower-income residents, says Nielsen. 

The DOEE commissioned a report in 2016 to see how to implement a carbon tax in D.C., Bloomberg 
reported last April. The report predicted the fee would raise annual revenue of $200 million that 
would then be redistributed to residents. The agency ultimately opted to focus on other ways of 
reducing greenhouse emissions, and never released the document or showed it to the Council. 

Nielsen says that when the Council comes out with a proposal, "we would be working with the 
mayor's office to make sure it's the most beneficial bill out there." 

Already, D.C. residents can opt for a clean, renewable source for their electrical power supply through 
Pepco, which has come out in favor of carbon pricing. But the decision isn't free. A flyer sent out last 
week from CleanChoice Energy, the supplier of the service, admits that "supporting new renewable 
energy development costs more than polluting energy." 
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With carbon pricing, that would change, says Thorndike of CCAN. "In a quarterly shareholder report 
kind of world, you have to establish a price for doing the wrong thing and a reward for doing the 
right thing." 

At the Wilson Building, Cheh's office and others are working on what, exactly, that price ought to be 
and the logistics for paying it. Advocates are calling for a fee of $20 per ton of carbon dioxide that 
would rise by $10 annually until it hits a $150 per ton fee. When it hits the $150 per ton mark, 
advocates expect that consumers would see their bills rise by about $9 a month if they don't switch to 
renewable energy. 

The Public Service Commission may levy the fee, with the rebates coming from a new office within the 
Office of Tax and Revenue or DOEE. There could be a tax on gas that's triggered when neighboring 
jurisdictions pass similar laws, or tax cuts for local businesses funded through the rebate, or 
investments to the not-yet-established Green Bank. But until the spring, when Cheh hopes to 
introduce the bill, the tinkering continues. 

"Everything's on the table," says Allen.

Today three members of the Sunrise DC (a group of young people urging action on climate justice issues in the 
District) left a letter and some materials with your office. Sunrise DC is a group of young people urging action 
on local climate justice issues. Attached please find the letter we delivered to your office, as well as a Council 
Member sign-on letter that 350 DC (another local climate justice group) invited you to sign, in opposition to the 
Potomac Pipeline. The attached letter from Sunrise DC reads: 


This November, world leaders are gathering to decide what happens next now that Trump has pulled out of the Paris 
climate agreement. This is a historic moment, and a chance for all of us to reckon with our position on climate change. To 
mark this moment in time, the local Sunrise Movement - a group of young people committed to climate justice - will 
gather in support of local leadership on climate. On November 18'‘, the last day of the COP23 climate negotiations, we 
will share our stories and further commit ourselves to action on climate justice. Will you stand with us? 


To stand with young constituents on climate, these are the immediate actions to take: 

1) Publicly call on Governor Hogan of Maryland to block the Potomac Pipeline (Eastern Panhandle 
Expansion). This ffacked-gas pipeline is not only an unnecessary expansion of fossil fuel infrastructure, but is 
also a serious threat to the drinking water for all D.C. residents. 350 DC (another local climate justice group) 
sent you an email recently requesting you to sign onto a letter opposing the Potomac Pipeline. We encourage 
you to sign that letter, which is also attached to this email. 
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2) Support the D.C. Council resolution “Sense of the Council Urging Reassessment of Relationship with 
Wells Fargo Resolution of 2017.” Wells Fargo is a major investor in dangerous fossil fuel infrastructure, 
including pipelines that threaten the safety of D.C. residents. Wells Fargo also funds for-profit prisons and 
engages in racist and predatory lending practices. Passing this resolution is the first step for the D.C. Council 
to divest from this harmful bank and invest in local and responsible institutions. 

3) Support a carbon fee-and-rebate policy in the form of the proposed Climate and Community Reinvestment 
Act of D.C. This policy would ensure that companies that buy and sell fossil fuels in the District would pay a 
steadily-rising fee on each ton of heat-trapping pollution they cause. The majority of the money raised would 
be returned—through a quarterly “rebate”—^to every D.C. resident, with additional support to low-income 
District residents. 

If you take these three steps toward climate justice, you are invited to join young constituents on November 18® outside 
the John A. Wilson Building at 12:30pm. We would love nothing more than for you to stand alongside us.

Presidential Proclamation: 

On Peace Officers Memorial Day and drrring Police Week, we acknowledge the 
incredible service and sacrifices law enforcement personnel make each day for their 
fellow Americans. The brave men and women of our Nation’s law enforcement work 
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long hours, often in dangerous situations, to protect oin lives, libeily, and propeity. We 
also take this oppoilimity to pay tiibute to law enforcement persomiel who have been 
killed or disabled in the line of duty. We will never forget then courage. 

In addition to expressing oin appreciation for oin dedicated law enforcement 
professionals, we must equip them to cany out the tremendous responsibihty of 
keeping oin cormnunities safe. Tlnough the Department of Justice, my Administration 
will continue to provide oui' Nation’s law enforcement agencies with the resoinces they 
need and deserve to keep oin citizens safe and oin commimities secine. This includes 
providing substantial fimding for hiiing additional police officers, tra inin g for active 
shooter situations, and improving the safety of oin Nation’s schools. 

My Administration will also continue to advance the National Blue Alert Network, an 
emergency alert and early warning system that protects America’s law enforcement 
officers and the commimities they seive. The Depaitment of Justice and the Federal 
Commimications Commission worked together to establish a dedicated Emergency 
Alert System event code.

How to properly fly your flag at half-staff 

Wherr raisirrg the .4mer ican flag to half-staff on a vertical pole, always raise it briskly to 
the top of the flaguole for a moment before lowering it. 

Wherr taking it down for the night, raise it to the top of the flagpole again & lower it to 
the bottom. 

With a telescoping flag pole it is acceptable to pirt the USA flag on the second set of 
rings instead of the top set. In this case the top set worrld be left empty. 

When the United States flag is flown at half-staff. State & other flags should be 
removed or flown at half-staff too. 


What If you can't lower your flag? 
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For flags that can't be lowered, such as 
those on many homes, the American 
Legion says that attaching a black tibbon 
or str eamer to the top of the flag is an 
acceptable alternative. The ribbon 
should be the sa m e width as a stripe on 
the flag and the same length as the flag.

As a mark of respect for the memory of Reverend Billy Graham, I hereby order, by the

How to properly fly your flag at half-staff 


When raising the American flat to half-staff on a vertical pole, always raise it briskly to 
the top of the flagpole for a moment before lowering it. 

When taking it down for the night, raise it to the top of the flagpole again & lower it to 
the bottom. 

With a telescoping flag pole it is acceptable to put the USA flag on the second set of 
rings instead of the top set. In this case the top set would be left empty. 

When the United States flag is flown at half-staff, State & other flags should be 
removed or flown at half-staff too. 



What if you can't lower your flag? 


For flags that can't be lowered, such as those on many homes, the American Legion 
says that attaching a black ribbon or streamer to the top of the flag is an acceptable 
alternative. The ribbon shoitld be the same width as a stripe on the flag and the same 
length as the flag.

A PROCLAMATION 

Memorial Day is our Nation's solemn reminder that freedom is never free. It is a moment of 
collective reflection on the noble sacrifices of those who gave the last measure of devotion in 
service of our ideals and in the defense of our Nation. On this ceremonious day, we remember 
the fallen, we pray for a lasting peace among nations, and we honor these guardians of our 
inalienable rights. 

This year, we co mm emorate the centennial anniversary of America's entry into World War I. 
More than 4.7 million Americans served dming The Great War, representing more than 25 
percent of the American male population between the ages of 18 and 31 at the time. We 
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remember the more than 100,000 Americans who sacrificed then hves dining "The War to End 
All Wars," and who left behind coimtless family members and loved ones. We pause again to 
pray for the souls of those heroes who, one century ago, never retinned home after helping to 
restore peace in Einope. 

On Memorial Day we honor the final resting places of the more than one million men and 
women who sacrificed then lives for oin Nation, by decorating then graves witli the stars and 
stripes, as generations have done since 1868. We also proudly fly America's beautiftrl flag at 
oin homes, birsinesses, and in om' commimity parades to honor their memory. In doing so, we 
pledge oin Nation's allegiance to the gr eat cause of fr eedom for which they fought and 
ultimately died. 

In honor and recognition of all of oin fallen service members, the Congress, by a joint 
resolution approved May 11, 1950, as amended (36 U.S.C. 116), has requested the President 
issue a proclamation calling on the people of the United States to obserwe each Memorial Day 
as a day of prayer for permanent peace and designating a period on that day when the people of 
the United States might unite in prayer. The Congress, by Public Law 106-579, has also 
designated 3.00 p.m. local time on that day as a time for all Americans to observe, in their own 
way, the National Moment of Rernembrarrce. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, DONALD J. TRUMP, President of the United States of America, do 
hereby proclaim Memorial Day, May 29, 2017, as a day of prayer for permanent peace, and I 
designate the horn begitming in each locality at 11:00 a.m. of that day as a time when people 
might imite in prayer. I urge the press, radio, television, and all other information media to 
cooperate in this observance. 

I ftuther ask all Americans to obserwe the National Moment of Remembrance begirming at 
3:00 p.m. local time on Memorial Day. 

I also request the Governors of the United States and its Tenitor ies, and the appropriate 
officials of all units of government, to direct that the flag be flown at half-staff imtil noon on 
this Memorial Day on all buildings, groimds, and naval vessels throughout the United States 
and in all ar eas under its jmisdiction and contr ol. I also request the people of the United States 
to display the flag at half-staff fiom their' homes for the customary forenoon period.
